REFUSE AID OF 


UVIET RUSSIA 


Troops Patrol London. Streets 
As All Hope of Early 
Peace Vanishes 


(By Universal Service) 
H, H. STANSBURY 

LONDON, May 8.—For the first 
time since the general strike 
started British troops trudged the 
streets of London tonight in fuil 
fighting kit. 

They marched openly toward the 
west end where an attack on the 
East India doek was reported as 
scheduled for tonight. : 

The Londoner also looked with 
apprehensive curiosity upon lines 
of whippet tanks moving down 
thoroughfares which knew only 
motorcars and the hurrying feet 
of pedestrians five days ago. 

In Whitéhall tonight it was ‘re- 
ported that the summons for a 
cabinet meeting was the result of 


a government decision to put up to 
the cabinet members a Plan of 
seizure of union funds. Such a 


move would bring an instant’ crisis, 
it is conceded. 


A third surprise came in the 
form of the appointment of gen- 
eral Sir Neville Macready, one-time 
chief of the “Black and Tans,” as 
hear of the special 
which now. numbers 66,000, and a 
call for 650,000 additional vyolun- 
teer members for that force. 


After turning down the Soviet 
offer of funds, the strike council 
tonight ordered all workers not yet 
affected by the strike to contri- 
bute five per cent of their wages 
to the general fund. 


Poplar, Cahnington and Hackney 
were the scenes of large troop 
movements. The soldiers were fully 
armed, and equipped with machine 
Victoria 
ark, in Hackney, was taken over 
by the government for use as a 
military camp. 


Thirty-six persons arrested yes- 
terday in connection with such dis- 
orders were arraigned today and 
sentenced to. from two weeks to 
four months at hard labor. 


At the same hour London's west 
end, usually a glittering, spectacle 
of pleagure-loving crowds of a 
Saturday night, had taken on a 
grim warlike lodk with startling 
suddenness, There was no official 
explanation forthcoming of rea- 
sons for the appearance of large 
numbers of armored cars and ve- 
hicles bristling with machine-guns 
which darted through the streets 
immediately adjoining the theatre 
and shopping district.

A government can no morc hope 
to thrive and pay its debts with- 
out money than you or I can. 
So in order to obtain funds Con- 
gress imposed a duty or tax on 
alle foreign ships and on many 
foreign goods entering our ports. 
For instance, if.a French vessel 
of six hundred tons loaded with 
wine came into New York, the 
owners would have to pay a duty 
of fifty cents a ton—or three hun- 
dred dollars on the vessel, and 
eighteen cents a gallon on the 
wine. Tea, silk, sugar and other 
articles were charged different 
rates. - 

A large amount of money was 
obtained by this duty, or .revenue- 
tariff, as it was called. Secretary 
of the Treasury Hamilton obtain- 
ed permission from Congress to 
use all of this money not needed 
for the exuenses of the govern- 
ment to do three things: To pay 
back to France and to. other 
countries .what. We had borrowed 
of them during the Revolution; to’ 
pay the debts we owned at home 
to our soldiers, and to those who 


a 


had lent money to the govegnment 
during the war; to pay. the war 
debts which the different states 
owed their citizens. a 

It was the wise and honest 
dealing of Hamilton that put the 
cred:t of the United States on a 
sure foundatien. It enabled us to 
pay debts amounting to nearly 
six millions of dollars, and to 
provide for the payment of many 
millions more. From that day to 
this, the United States“has always 
been able to borrow all the money 
she wanted. 

A census taken in 1790 showed 
that we had a _ population cf 
nearly four ‘millions. Within two 
years after taking the. census 
Coagress established a United 


States bank and a mint at Phil- . 


adelphia. They supplied the coun- 
try with a kind of money which 
could be used throughout the 
states. With the opening of the 
mint- our decimal system of coin-= 
ing began,—ten cents make a dime 
ten ,d’mes a dollar—so simple, 
c]jear and convenient a_= system 
that the day may come when all 
contries will adopt it.

Hints on Waffles 

I want to explain a few points 
concerning the baking of waffles, 
in answer to the many requests in 
my mail. The aluminum waffle 
iron does not require greasing, 
hence you avoid the disagreeable 
smoke in your kitchen. Electric 
waffle irons require greasing only 
once. The first time an electric 
waffle iron is used, it should be 
thoroughly oiled and heated for 
about 10 minutes, then rinsed with 
hot water and dried before heating 
again. After that no greasing is 
necessary. 

After using, wipe the waffle iron 
thoroughly with soft tissue paper 
instead of washing it. If you use 
an iron waffle iron, both sides must 
be well greased hefore each waffle 

: is added. » 

Both sides of the iron should be 
hot before the batter is put in. 
Waffle batter should be thin enough 
to pour. It may be poured from 
a pitcher onto the center of the 
iron, or a tablespoonful placed in 
sack section. In either case, work 
quickly and do not spread the bat- 
ter around. Close the iron at once 
and the batter will spread itself.

Mix with the 
corn meal, Add the milk to the 
well-beaten egg. Combine with the 
dry ingredients. Add the melted 
shortening. Mix thorouhly. Bake 
in a shallow pan, buttered, 30 min- 
utes in a moderate oven, 375 de- 
grees Fahrenheit. This amount 
will make 8 servings. 

Coffee Cake 

No baking powder bread keeps 
as well as yeast bread, but I be- 
lievé you will have no difficulty in 
getting rid of this coffee cake while 
it is still good. This is the recipe 
as tested in our kitchen: 


2 cups flour 

% teaspoon salt 

2 tablespoons sugar 

4 teaspoons baking powder 
4 tablespoons shortening 
3 cup milk 


Sift the flour once before measur. 
ing. Mix and sift the dry ingredi- 
ents. Cut in shortening. Add the 
milk to make a soft dough. Place 
in a well-greased loaf pan. Sprinkle 
the top with mixed sugar and cin- 
namon and dot with butter.
